Know ledge of Lip Reading Restores 
Afflicted to Their Place in the 
Industrial W orld. 


Deafness is a tribulation, but Its ef­ 
fects 
are 
more 
psychological 
than 
Physical. Deaf men as a rule have less 
difficulty In getting Jobs than have 
men with more obvious handicaps. The 
real handicap in deafness Is that it Is 
rn ore calculated to inspire impatience 
than sympathy, end as a consequence, 
deaf men grow suspicious, Irritable 
and complaining. 
The deaf mon Is a 
trial to himself and to the world, and 
he walks quite alone. 
Communication 
Is the one thing that can restore him 
to normal contracts. 
In order to effect this the Modern 
Hospital advocates lip reading as bis 
immediate necessity and salvation . lf 
he Is to maintain a wholesome place 
in the world of Industry. 
A peculiarity of speech reading Is 
that a person who can bear, cannot 
learn It. 
There is a wide variety of industrial 
conditions which contribute to deaf­ 
ness. 
Because of these hazards, the 
Industrially employed form an exten­ 
sive problem. 
Without training they 
are not only liable to discomfort and 
unpopularity, but they are a source of 
risk because of their Inability to under­ 
stand orders. From two points of view 
the deaf have a great need for a 
knowledge of Up reading, and should 
learn it at all costs. 
It tits them for 
an independent, useful career in in­ 
dustry, and In many ways re-estab­ 
lishes an Intimate connection with nor­ 
mal life.

Refunds in Cases of Babcock

The paving of many of B r a i n e r d ^

Tills will reduce the cost of repaving 
to ihe owners of abutting property. 
Where new paving is tieing laid the 
full cost will be charged to abutting 
property. 
Property owners can eas­

frontage of their property and com­ 
p u te at approxim ately $3.on a square 
yard.

For tim first 
time a 
tariff commission is getting 
along harmoniously with congress. 
A 
real and helpful relationship seems to 
have been established. 
The commis* 
sion dees riot propose to attempt to 
write a new tariff aet. 
It aspires to 
be lite information gatherer only. 
It 
bas already conducted exhaustive in­ 
vestigations. 
The first o f these investigations un­ 
dertaken is in til** dye Industry. 
Cost 
reports have been received from th** 
principal manufacturers In this coun­ 
try, showing not only the cost of th** 
Important dyes but also th** cost 
,,f 
the fundamental coal tar derivatives, 
known as intermediates. 
The returns 
from these reports iii** being tubulated 
aud will form tit** basis of a report lo 
congress. 
It is th** Intention of (bu 
commission to obtain 
periodical re­ 
ports upon Hies*, products for some 
time to come. in order that emigres* 
may be accurately informed concern­ 
ing f I m * changes in cost ami tit** prog­ 
ress of tin* industry toward stability. 
Th** commission has also made a study 
of th** cost of producing wool 
ami 
mutton in th** mountain states, and 
such cost data will I*** incorporated as 
a portion of the report mi th** wool- 
growing industry of the world. 
The 
cost of producing refined sugar Las 
als** been Investigated and th** results 
of the Held work are being incorpo­ 
rated lit a report to be published by 
tin* commission. 
Comparing Costs and Price*. 
Lost information from foreign coun­ 
tries is available now iii only a very 
bullied degree. As an alternat!* •*, how­ 
ever* comparative price studies are 
feasible, and th** commission is now 
Hulking a study of such comparisons. 
The purpose is to compare not only 
foreign and domestic prices, but also 
dome* tic costs with domestic aud for­ 
eign prices, 
in tin* dye industry,^or 
example, our domestic costs ar** being 
compared with prices In the United 
Hfat»*s and with those I ii various for­ 
eign countries. 


A s conditions become nmr** normal, 
the commission plans to extend its in- 
quirt**-* in th** Held of cost of produc­ 
tion. 
Th** accounting staff is being 
enlarged to meet the requirements of 
new investigations, and greater em* 
pita si s will la* placed Iii th** future 
upon lim work of international cost 
comparisons. Three new investigations 
are iii contemplation—-barytes ami the 
barium chemicals Industry, tin* silk In­ 
fill*/r.v. and certain ptias«*s of the ferro­ 
alloy Industry, ami in so far as the 
funds of tin* commission warrant, tiles** 
tv 111 he premed iii detail. 
Iii all of its investigation* the com­ 
mission bas mad** an effort to bring 
t igether for comparative purposes all 
jsMtinent information on wages, condi­ 
tions of production, efficiency of labor, 
processes, supplies aud prices of raw 
materials, and oilier Industrial factors I 
iii the foreign countries which coni­ 
ne!** with Industries Iii the 
Knifed 
States. 
During tin* war, however, it 
was not practicable to mend Investiga­ 
tors abroad for tin* purpose of study­ 
ing foreign conditions. 
In many cast's 
competition with American Industrie* 
was virtually suspended by war *b*- 
tn finds anti governmental restrict iou a 
F ollowing tin* signing of tin* armistice, 
when it would have been desirable to 
make some preliminary investigations 
in foreign countries, the curtailed nje 
propriation of tin* commission made 
such steps impossible. 
Sending Expert* Abroad. 


It Is only since the beginning of the 
present fiscal year that the commission 
has been in a position to undertake 
preliminary su rv e y s abroad which will 
provide Important data and assist in 
determining in what directions further 
investigations are desirable.

Three tithers, who 
were selected because of their qualifi­ 
ca tio n s for the study of particular in­ 
dustries, have been sent to Great Brit­ 
ain. They were directed to give chief 
consideration to certain of the metal 
ami textile Industries, but they will 
a lso devote attention to general indus­ 
trial conditions. 
Two other investigators have been 
sent t«i Japan. 
Tho commission has 
published a comprehensive survey of 
Japanese trade during the war. and it 
plans to supplement this report w ith a 
study of tile tariff system and Indus­ 
trial conditions of Japan. 
Data re­ 
lating to both of these subjects wore 
gathered in this country, but it was 
deemed desirable to obtain at first 
bund additional facts that were need­ 
ed to complete the work,
